To Friends of Temperance In Kansas. 


The following report from tho Kansas 


littllelin, wo copy an Mr. Gnss is a re<i- 
dent of thin count}'. 


Having completed the tour of the Stato 


with the object of advancing the cause of 
temperance, I fool that it is no moro than 
proper forme to make somo statements up- 
on its present condition in Kansas; also to 
mention somo of tho obstacles in tha way 
of its success. 


I have labored in the State for tho last 


nix months as an independent temperance 
lecturer ; have traveled about two thou- 
sand miles | have given on» hundred and 
forty public addresses; Imvo organized 
sixty-five fcocietieyas branches of the State 
Temperance Society, embracing nearly all 
tho towns nnd many of the rural districts 
of tho State. This is tho iirst direct pub- 
lic service given to this branch of reform 
since the settlement of Kansas, though in 
some localities organizations of ono form 
and another have hitherto existed, and a 
few of which I found still in healthful op- 
eration. 


llut in consequence of tho heavy draft 


which tho war has mado.upon tho temper- 
ance population, most of hiich organiza- 
tions have necessarily suspended labor; 
fur bo it known that our best and bravest 
men now in the army are distinguished 
for sobriety, while intemperance and trea- 
son are the common enemies of mankind. 
In consequence of this drain upon tho pop- 
ulation and tho unsettled condition ol tho 
State, I huvo failed personally to accom- 
plish as much for the cause as I would 
have dono under more favorable auspices. 
But notwithstanding tho public mind has 
been measurably reached and corrected 
upon this question, tho masses have- heard 
mo gladly and responded cheerfully, but 
those who Imvo moro readily listened to 
ray lectures nnd co-operated with mo were 
of a negative character—a class who fur 
somo years past had lost their first love, 
their early zeal, and needed more inspira- 
tion, a revival of faith in tho moral gran- 
deur of temperance, and in tho fact of its 
final triumph. And this class I found 
very numerous in Kansas, a large share 
of whom were originally from New Eng- 
land, possessing a high toned education, 
such as Now England alono can £*ive. 


To arouse this class to newness of life, 


to a deeper devotion to temperance, has 
been my e-'pedal purpose. And I rejoice 
that something has been accomplished in 
this direction which I pray may prove per- 
manent ; for surely the success of tlie cause 
depends largely upon tho energy of its 
friends—upon their employment of every 
rational means with which to bent back tho 
tides of intemperance, making no compro- 
mise with tho liquor power, no agreement 
with death, no covenant with hell. 


But the ma n difficulty in tho way of tem- 


poranco sucuess in Kansas is tho lack of a 
nigh toned temperance pulpit, press and 
politicians, many of which pander to pub- 
lic prejudice and liquor power, that cer- 
tain darlingdcsigiH may be attained. True, 
I find noble exceptions to Urn statement— 
some uncompromising pulnits, papers nnd 
politicians; and I feel to thank God that 
there are such in Kansas. I have not 
been blind to the fact, however, that in 
somo localities temperance is measurably 
forgotten in tho anxiety to secure secta- 
rian power and popularity and partisan tri- 
" , though unjustifiably, 


shall couio to tho rescue nnd lift up the 
cause and give it character, will it find a 
deep and linn foundation among the mass* 
o*. And on leaving the state for other 
fields of labor, I take this opportunity to 
express my warmest grntituco to tho cler- 
gy, laity and citizens at largo, who have 
extended tome personally great hospitality 
nnd kindness, and who have cheerfully 
co-operated with mo iu my efforts to im- 
prove the social and moral condition of tho 
pttop'c. I hhall, to tho hist of my lifo, re- 
tain fondest recslleotions of Kansas—ofits 
bravo mon nnd noble women.

The following report from the Kansas 


Bulletin, we copy as Mr. GOSH is a resi- 
dent of this county. 


Having completed the tour of tho State 


with the object of advancing the cause of 
temperance, I feel that it is no more than 
proper for me to make some statements up- 
on its present condition in Kansas; also to 
mention some of the obstacles in the way 
of its success. 


I have labored in the Ssatc for the last 


six months as an independent temperance 
lecturer ; have traveled about two thou- 
sand miles : have given one bim'lrcd and 
forty public addresses •. have organized 
sixty-five t'ocieties as branches of the State 
Temperance Society', embracing nearly all 
the towns and many of the rural districts 
of tho State. This is tho first direct pub- 
lic service given to this branch of reform 
since the settlement of Kansas, though in 
some localities organizations of one form 
and another have hitherto existed, and a 
few of which I found still in. healthful op- 
eration. 


But in consequence of tho heavy draft 


which tho war has made.upon tho temper- 
ance population, most of such organiza- 
tions have necessarily suspended labor: 
for be it known that our best and bravest 
men now in tho army are distinguished 
for sobriety, while intemperance and trea_- 
son arc the common enemies of' mankind. 
In consequence of this drain upon the pop- 
ulation and tho unsettled condition of the 
State, I have failed personally to accom- 
plish as much for the cause as I would 
liave done under more favorable auspices. 
But notwithstanding tho public mind bas 
beeu measurably readied and corrected 
upon this question, the masses have hoard 
me gladly and responded cheerfully, but 
those who have more readily listened to 
my lectures aud co-operated with me were 
of a negative character—a class who for 
some years past had lost their first love, 
their early zeal, and needed more inspira- 
tion, a revival of faith in the moral gran- 
deur of temperance, and in the fact of its 
final triumph. And this class I found 
very nuaierous in Kansas, a large share 
of whom were originally from Now Eng- 
land, possessing a high-toned education, 
such as New England alone can give. 


To arouse this class to newness of life, 


to a deeper devotion to temperance, has 
been my especial purpose. 'And I rejoice 
that something has been accomplished in 
this direction which I pray may prove per- 
manent; for surely the success of the cause 
depends largely upon tbo energy of its 
friends—upon their employment of every 
rational means with which to beat back the 
tides of intemperance, making no compro- 
mise with the liquor power, no agreement 
with death, no covenant with hell. 


But the ma'n difficulty in the way of tem- 


perance success in Kansas is the lack of a

THE REBEL RAID, 


BALTIMORE, July 
C.—The 
Evening 


•American has the following view of the 
situation : An intelligent gentleman ar- 
rived this morning from tho vicinity of 
Harpers Ferry, and states that it is now 
definitely ascertained tho whole force of 
the enemy does not exceed 5 000, of whom 
less than one fourth are cavalry, and the 
balance infantry. They are concentrating 
in and around Harpers Ferry, and' are 
sending out parties to forage on peopl'o, 
robbing them of their watches and money. 


In Mulligan's fight with tho rebel?, uo1 


a wagon fell into the enemy's hands and 
nothing was left behind at Martingburg, 
except some oats which were set on fire 
before he left. The impression when our 
informant left, was that the rebel force 
will retire before to-morrow night, as 
Hunter wilfbe in tbeir rear by that time 
with an ample force to overwhelm them if 
tbey remain longer. The principle object 
of this raid has proved .unsuccessful unless 
it be the d.ivmage they have done to the 
_j»HTO'acf and canal, and the collection of 
conscripts and plunder of inhabitants. 
They have not attempted to leave the lino 
of the Potomac, except to rob stores 
at Point of Rocks and destroyed several 
canal boats near Hancock. What data- 
age haa been done to the Railroad has not 
yet been ascertained, though it is under- 
stood tbey have not retired beyond Mar- 
tinsburg.

16G4.— Sir, I have the honor to inform' the 
Department that the day subsequent to 
the arrival of the Eersage at this port' on 
the 14th inst., I received a note from Capt.

A full grown lion eats from fifteen 


to eighteen pounds of meat per day. 
An 


elephant's ration are three hundred pounds 
of hay mid two bushels of oats per day 
when" he is travelling, when standing stifl 
he gets no outs, but an additional hundred 
weight of hay.—The elephants lie down 
when they go t« sleep. Two barrels ol 
water moisten each elephant's daily hay. 


Xot unfrequenlly animals bring forth 


•young. Some dozens of lions have been 
"born in this country, but only very few 
livo t > cut their second set of teoth. There 
is now in thc menagerie n lion of good s-i/.e, 
born threo or four years ago in Georgia.— 
He is a very savage animal nnd only sub- 
mit* to liin muster who nursed him tcm'or- 
ly when young, and whotc voice to ibis 
ofay will quell him when mo?t furious. 
Lion" generally produce three or four at a 
liticr. The two young leopards in tho ex- 
hibition aro from Wisconsin . They are 
fed only on cooked meat, and occasional 
rations'of hoof broth. 
Until tho young 


UK two'months old, they-cannot be exhib- 
ited, on account of tho jealousy of the 
motiicr.who sometimes kills her young in 
her frantic oilbrts to get them out of the 
wtiy wliun strangers arc .staring at them. 
She tt ill pick them up in hor mouth and 
fling them against the back of the cage to 
get them out of sight. 
For this reason 


when a lioness or a tigress has a young 
family, she is shut ofl'from theoutcrworhl 
and Uopt in wholesome quiet until her 
nerves ncquire s»ome tone, and she is able 
to receive visitors and exhibit her cubs 
without too great agitation.—JV. T. Ercn-

TheJ- 
wheose; lose flesh, their lun^s hecome dis- 
eased,'and they tinally waste away and 
die. When one of these groat beartu die, 
he is submitted to the faculty, and it is a 
pleasant.evidence that the proprietors are 
•not merely 'showmen,' but have an intelli- 
gent interest in these wonders of nature, 
that they have for many years contributed 
their defunct specimens to the collection of 
the Philadelphia Academy of Natural Sci- 
ences, in whose halt may be found at the 
present time some skeletons of lions, tigers, 
and other animals famous in their day. 


In tho subdivision of laboroneman takes 


charge of four cages.to clean' feed and at- 
tend to1 all the wants of the occupants. 
The (lash-eating iinimals are fed but once 
a day, aud not at all on Sundays. 
The 


monkeys and other animals are fed twice 
a day. The elephant seems to brouse all 
day 'long. None but good beef is fed, and 
it must not have the slightest grain of salt 
upon it. Water is given four or five times 
a day. 
A full grown lion cats from fifteen 


in eighteen pounds of meat per day.

elephant's ration are three hundred pounds 
of hay aud two bushels of outs per day 
when he is travelling, when standing still 
he gets no oats, but an additional hundred 
wciglit-of 'hay.—The, elephants lie down 
when they go tt sleep. IVo barrels of 
water moisten each elephant's daily hay. 


Not nnfrequently animals bring forth 


•young. Some dozens of lions have been 
horn in (his country, but only,.very .few 
live t-> cut their second set of teeth.'. There 
is now in the menagerie a lion of good si/.'e, 
lioru three or four years ago in Georgia.—' 
Ho is a vt!i-y .savage animal and only sub- 
miu to.Jiirt 'muster who nursed him tender- 
Iv when young, and whose voice to this 
day will quell him when most furious. 
Lions generally produce three or four at a 
litter. The two young leopards in tho ex- 
hibition arc from Wisconsin .
